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EDITORIAL... 


GET GOD’S MESSAGE, THEN PREACH IT! 


Despite the fact that preaching the gospel has been a 
stumbling block to the Jews and foolishness to the Greeks, 
it has been and is God’s method of getting His message 
to mankind. 

Noah was a preacher of righteousness to the antedilu- 
vians, at least during the time (about 120 years) he was 
eur the ark. His message was of pending disaster and 

invitation to the people to repent and come back to God. 
Jeremiah preached with tears streaming down his face 
until he was known as the weeping prophet. Thus he 
sought to stand in the breach and save his people. Hosea 
preached a message of warning to the people with a 
broken heart as he invited Israel to come back to God. As 
the last prophet of the transition period between law and 
grace, and the forerunner of Jesus Christ, John the Bap- 
tist was a “man sent from God.” He had a burning mes- 
sage of repentance, and he preached it. That great prince 
of preachers, Phillips Brooks, said, ‘Preaching is the com- 
munication of truth by men to men.” The purpose of 
preaching is unquestionably for the converting of the 
soul, the purifying of the heart, the infilling of the heart, 
and the general development of human beings into Chris- 
tian characters fit to walk with God here and hereafter. 

There never has been an age in which the world stands 
more in need of great God-given preachers and preaching. 
It was said long ago that “preaching has become a by- 
word for long and dull conversation of any kind, and 

hoever wishes to imply, in any piece of writing, the 

sence of everything agreeable and inviting, calls it a 
sermon.” This is, indeed, a terrible indictment, yet it is a 
fact that too often preaching carries with it the idea of 
an unpleasant flavor of dull, moralizing, or piety put over 
on others. No doubt, because of this it has been sug- 
gested that a moratorium be placed on preaching for a 
period of two years, the attitude evidently being that 
there is too much preaching like Ephraim, a “cake not 
turned.” It is, indeed, lamentable that such a noble call- 
ing should be subject to such serious complaint, for is it 
not a fact that all divinely authorized preaching is the 
delivery of messages from the Holy Scripture, which is 
given by inspiration of God; therefore, of everlasting mo- 
ment to the souls of dying men? Since this is true, preach- 
ing should never be weak and done in a haphazard man- 
ner. 

Dr. Henry Conkin said, “The receipt for compounding 
many sermons should be: take a teaspoonful of weak 
thought, add water, and serve.” Again, a noted minister 
said, “Many sermons are like soup—they have a little bit 
of everything in them, but not much of anything. It does 
not take long to get enough of it, and it does not stay 
with you long after you get it.” But Henry Ward Beecher 

mes to the defense of real and genuine sermons by say- 

g, “A sermon is not like a Chinese firecracker, to be 
fired off for the noise it makes. It is the hunter’s gun, 
and at every discharge he should look to see his game 
fall.” This is simply to say that preaching is not a mat- 
ter of fuss and feathers; neither is preaching to be a 
matter of occupying the pulpit for ever so many minutes. 

A minister who was substituting for a pastor, after in- 
troducing himself to a barber who was giving him a shave, 


oe that he was in town to supply the pulpit for the 
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pastor, to which the barber asked, “To supply it with 
what?” Of course, this put the minister to thinking, and, 
in fact, should it not put every minister to thinking? It 
all amounts to this, that if the only thing we take to the 
pulpit is ourselves, and not God’s divine message, we are 
squandering time and desecrating a sacred place. Here is 
what I mean. A preacher said that he often went to the 
pulpit not knowing what he would say. To which an in- 
dividual replied, “Yes, and you often come out of the 
pulpit not knowing what you have said.” And this re- 
minds me of the young minister, who, after his message, 
in an effort to evoke some comment on his sermon from 
a retired minister, said, “You know, when I went to the 
pulpit I didn’t know what I was going to say.” To which 
the elderly minister replied, “You have absolutely noth? 
ing on me, young man, for I don’t know what you said 
while you were in the pulpit.” It is said that a minister 
made this sad admission, that often he went into the pul- 
pit on Sunday morning simply because the eleven o’clock 
hour had arrived. Preaching like this could only be thought 
of as being utterly void of the spiritual nourishment that 
a congregation would need; therefore, terribly disappoint- 
ing to them, and certainly disappointing to God. 

Sincere preaching is deep preaching, and can be likened 
to a volcano. It surges within the preacher because he 
has a message from God and is anxious to deliver it. It 
is like red-hot lava from his soul. Rev. Richard Baxter 
expresses the attitude that every preacher should hold 
about his ministry: “I preach as if I were sure I would 
never preach again, and as a dying man to dying men.” 
Preaching like this not only feeds the souls of people, but 
the people keep the pews filled because they like the 
preacher’s menu. That, of course, is quite different from 
the preacher who asked an actor how it was that he, be- 
ing an actor, drew full houses, while he was preaching to 
empty pews. The actor’s reply was that he acted as if it 
were true, and the preacher preached as though he were 
acting. 

The challenge to the preacher is to get God’s message, 
stand up like a man, and preach it, and that regardless 
of who is in the congregation. After all, I fear there is too 
much effort on the part of preachers today to get ser- 
mons that will fit the people instead of preaching in an 
effort to bring the people up to the message. This is a 
time that we are called upon as never before to declare 
the whole counsel of God, and if we don’t do it, the blood 
of our hearers will be upon our hands. As Paul says, we 
are to preach the Word, “be instant in season and out of 
season, reprove, rebuke, with all longsuffering and doc- 
trine.” Why? Because he, through spiritual vision, saw this 
very day in which we are living. The time will come when 
men will not endure sound doctrine, but heap to them- 
selves teachers having itching ears, and will be turned 
away from the truth and be turned to fables. This is a 
picture of the preacher who develops a message that will 
evoke from the people applause. But the kind that is 
prayed down and dug out of God’s Word many times will 
not bring compliments; in fact, many times will not meet 
with the favor of the people. But the minister who 
preaches God’s Word can have the assurance that he 
stands in favorable relationship with God. 

This is a day when ministers should preach Christ, and 
not themselves! There is too much playboy, clowning, and 
stage acting in the pulpit. There is entirely too much

Exodus 4:1-5 


The story of Moses is a familiar one. 
However, in these closing days of time, 
there is a lesson in it for every child of 
God. 

God had chosen Moses to lead His 
children out of Egyptian bondage. In 
the beginning Moses, like so many of 
us today, misinterpreted God’s call 
and tried in his own strength to de- 
liver the children of Israel. He suc- 
ceeded only in slaying an Egyptian, 
and when this was known it fright- 
ened Moses and he fled, finally to the 
back side of the desert, to the moun- 
tain of God, where God had a school 
prepared for him to teach him the 
lesson he needed to learn. (He has 
one for you, too, child of God.) It was 
when Moses came to this place that 
God came down and talked to him! 

Let me put it in my own words! 
“Moses, you misunderstood me when I 
asked you to deliver the children of 
Israel. Thank you for trying anyway 
(some of my people won’t even make 
an effort). Now let me explain some- 
thing to you. I didn’t want YOU to 
deliver my people. I never ask my 
children to do things I know they can- 
not do! I just wanted to use you, but 
I have come down to deliver. Moses, 
I need a MAN to work through. Will 
you let me have yourself?” 

Oh glory! Moses learned the lesson! 
God working through a man to .ac- 
complish His purpose! Isn’t it wonder- 
ful that He, the eternal God of the 
ages, has chosen to work through you 
and me? He has no other way of 
reaching the lost and bringing deliv- 
erance to mankind except as you and 
I yield ourselves to Him and let Him 
work through us. “It is God which 
worketh in us both to will and to do 
of His good pleasure.” Again I say, 
“IT IS GOD!” 

Moses faced the demon powers of 
the Egypt of long ago. He surely need- 
ed to meet God in a new way and get 
himself straightened out. Today, as 
God’s people, we face the demon pow- 
ers of this twentieth-century Egypt! 
“We wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places.” 
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But thank God, “the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal but MIGHTY 
THROUGH GOD to the pulling down 
of strongholds; casting down imagin- 
ations, and every high thing that ex- 
alteth itself against the knowledge of 
God, and bringing into captivity every 
thought to the obedience of Christ.” 

Moses’ rod was cast down and taken 
up in obedience, thus it became “the 
rod of God” in his hand! Have we cast 
ours down but failed to take it up in 
faith, thus becoming a laughingstock 
to the world and the devil? Into the 
hand of every believer God has given 
a rod of authority. To cast it down 
means defeat, but to take it up in 
faith it becomes the “rod of God” in 
our hand. 

To come to realize the power of the 
rod, the apostolic prayer recorded in 
Col. 1:9-19 and Eph. 1:17-23, must be 
fulfilled in us. In the latter the apos- 
tle prays that “the Father of glory 
may give unto us the ‘spirit of wisdom’ 
and ‘revelation’ in the knowledge of 
him.” There is much so-called wisdom 
and revelation today, but NOT in the 
knowledge of Him. When we receive 
it in the knowledge of Him, then the 
eyes of our understanding will be en- 
lightened, and we shall KNOW what 
is the hope of His calling, and what 
is the riches of the glory of His in- 
heritance in the saints, and the ex- 
ceeding greatness of His power to us- 
ward who believe, according to the 
working of His mighty power, which 
He wrought in Christ, when He raised 
Him from the dead, and set Him at 
His own right hand in heavenly places. 

Now I want you to note “heavenly 
places.” In Eph. 2:6 we read, “And 
hath raised us up together, and made 
us sit together in heavenly places in 
Christ Jesus.” So often God’s people 
think of “heavenly places” just as the 
“blessing” of God upon them, but in 
reality it is the believer’s “seat of 
authority.” Through the power of 
Christ’s resurrection (Eph. 1:20-23) 
we have an exalted position right be- 
side Him in the heavenlies! Christ is 
the great “head of the Church”—the 
church is likened to His “body.” The 
Head was exalted to a place “far 
above” all principality and power, and 
might, and dominion, and every name 
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that is named, not only in this world, 
but also in the one to come. We, as be- 
lievers, through the power of Christ’s 
resurrection, have an exalted positio ' 
with power over all the power of t 
enemy! We strive against “spiritual 
wickedness in high places” true, but 
the believer has a place with Jesus 
Christ, “far above” the prince of the 
power of the air! 

Even before Pentecost, believers had 
power to heal the sick and to cast out 
demons! It is time we begin to realize 
the “power and authority of the rod.” 
It is time for us to meet God some- 
where in a lonely place! The rod was 
in Moses’ hand all the while, but he 
was not conscious of its power until 
he met God on the back side of the 
desert. This thing is in our hand, but 
we need to meet Him! 

God said to Moses, “And thou shalt 
take this rod in thine hand, wherewith 
thou shalt do signs.” So Moses went 
back down into Egypt and “took on 

e 
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him the rod of God.” At first he o 
showed up the magicians—it seem 
they were going “to go him one just 
as good.” Satan always has a counter- 
feit, but God will always “go him one 
better!’ Moses’ rod swallowed up their 
rod! God will always outdo the devil! 
Greater is He that is within us than 
he which is in the world, and this is 
the victory, even our faith in Him! 

As we learn obedience in little 
things, not fearing to believe Him, we 
shall come to the place where we can 
accomplish greater things with the 
rod. Later on, Moses, with that same 
rod, saw the mighty waters of the Red 
Sea roll back like a scroll! He saw 
water gush out of a barren rock in a 
desert land! Oh, brother, with that 
rod he did signs! Jesus said, “These 
signs shall follow them that believe.” 
Are they following us? If not, then we 
need to learn of the “authority of the 
rod.” ’ 

Peter and John tried out th 
authority as they made their way to 
the Temple at the hour of prayer. The 
lame man, laid at the gate, asked 
some help of them, to which Peter re- 
plied, (?) “John, do you think this - 
thing will work? You know we haven’t 
had it long.

Having announced, in the preceding 
chapter, verse 17, that the kingdom of 
heaven was at hand, Jesus here de- 
clares who shall inherit the kingdom, 
and the principles or constitution that 
shall govern those on this earth if 
they are to have an inheritance in 
the new earth and kingdom age. 

The Sermon on the Mount has a 
twofold application. The kingdom here 
refers to the present and the future. 

In these passages of scripture lies 
the deeper reason why the Jews re- 
jected the kingdom. They had re- 
duced “righteousness” to mere “cere- 
monialism” and the Old Testament 
teachings of the kingdom to an out- 
ward form of splendor and power. 

Jesus didn’t rebuke them for ex- 
pecting a visible and powerful king- 
dom, but with words of truth that 
remain unto this day, He made them to 
know that only the “poor” in spirit, 
rather than the proud, are blessed; 
and those who mourn because of their 
sins, and who are meek in conscious- 
ness of them, will hunger and thirst 
after righteousness, and, hungering, 
will be filled. The merciful will obtain 
mercv. the pure in heart shall see God, 
and all these shall inherit the earth 
in the kingdom age. 

“And seeing the multitude, He went 
up into a mountain: and when he was 
set, his disciples came unto him: and 
he opened his mouth, and taught them 
saving: BLESSED ARE THE POOR IN 
SPIRIT: FOR THETRS IS THE KING- 
DOM OF HEAVEN.” 

The word “blessed” is often termed 
“happy,” so blessed or happy are the 
POOR—IN—SPIRIT, the paupers—an 
exceedingly commonplace thing. 

The preaching of today often em- 
phasizes strength of will, beauty of 
character—the thines that are easily 
noticed. But at the basis of Jesus 
Christ’s kingdom is the unaffected 
loveliness of the commonnvlace. The 
thing these are blessed with is their 
poverty. Thev know they have no 
strength of will, no sweet disposition, 
no noble character. Then Jesus savs 
blessed are they because it is through 
this noverty that thev enter into His 
kingdom. John 15:5b. “For without me 
you can do nothing.” Happy are they 
who know they are paupers, but have 
Him that is rich to suvply their needs: 
and He shall say from His great 
throne in that day. “Come. ye blessed 
of my Father: inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you.” 

BLESSED ARE THEY THAT MOURN 
FOR THEY SHALL BE COMFORTED. 
This mourning must not be taken 
loosely. It is not the feelings wrung 
from the heart, under the sorrows of 
life, as the passing of loved ones, but 
the feeling that comes to those who 
realize they are “poor in spirit”; so 
the second is only a completeness of 
the first. To realize we’re nothing 
within ourselves causes us to mourn 
as the provhet of old when he saw the 
glory of the Lord and cried out, “Woe 
is me: I am undone.” 

As Jeremiah also wept for the sins 
of the people, we weep and mourn for 
the souls who are bound with the 
chains of sin, yet many rush madlv 
on with the pleasure-crazed world 
and give no thought to eternity.

The pure in heart are 
the holy in heart; those who have 
been made pure and holy by the blood 
of the Lamb, who walk not after the 
flesh but after the Spirit, who walk in 
the light of the Son of God and have 
fellowship one with another; these, 
Jesus said, are the ones “who shall 
see God.” 

BLESSED ARE THE PEACEMAKERS: 
FOR THEY SHALL BE CALLED THE

ways please the Lord, He maketh even 
his enemies to be at peace with him.

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The Baptism of the Holy Ghost 


Acts 19:2, “Have ye received the 
Holy Ghost since ye believed?” This 
question by the great apostle Paul was 
directed to the believers of Ephesus, 
and, as it caused them much concern 
in that day, it has also caused many 
people of this day much concern. 
There are many different beliefs rela- 
tive to the Holy Ghost, but you can 
rest assured there is one Bible answer 
for this important question, and one 
answer only. 

First, we should like to consider 
what the Holy Ghost is. After the 
crucifixion and resurrection of our 
Lord, by appointment He met His 
eleven disciples in a mountain in Gal- 
ilee, and in His discourse to them we 
hear from His own lips: “All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost,” Matt. 28:16-19. From 
this scripture and many others we see 
that the Holy Ghost is the third PER- 
SON of the Godhead and is associated 
with God the Father and God the Son, 
and these three constitute the triune 
Godhead. 

You will note that when Paul cam2 
to Ephesus on this missionary journey 
he found certain DISCIPLES. To be a 
disciple you must be a believer and a 
follower, and as these precious people 
had heard only the doctrine of John 
the Baptist, they had gladly accepted 
his doctrine of REPENTANCE, so this 
leads us to believe that they had re- 
pented and that their actual sins had 
been FORGIVEN. This clearly shows 
that your sins are forgiven, and that 
you are a follower or a disciple BE- 
FORE you receive the Holy Ghost. 
Please also note that Paul asked them 
if they had received the Holy Ghost 
SINCE they believed, which contra- 
dicts the false teaching that you re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost when you believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ as your 
personal Saviour. Yet, they had not 
so much as heard of the Holy Ghost, 
so that proves without a shadow of 
doubt that you receive the Holy Ghost 
AFTER you believe unto salvation. 

To further substantiate this fact, let 
us turn back to Luke 10:20, where the 
Seventy returned to Jerusalem after

having been on a preaching tour. They 
were rejoicing greatly and were elated 
over the success of their campaign, 
over the fact that they had power 
over the devils and over all the power 
of the enemy; however, we hear Jesus 
say, “Notwithstanding in this rejoice 
not, that the spirits are subject unto 
you; but rather rejoice, because YOUR 
NAMES ARE WRITTEN IN HEAVEN.” 
Surely you can understand that the 
Seventy were Christians AT THIS 
TIME, and that their sins had been 
forgiven. They had been out preach- 
ing the gospel; demons were subject 
unto them; they cast out the devils; 
healed the sick; and their NAMES 
WERE WRITTEN IN HEAVEN. Yet, 
these same apostles were COMMAND- 
ED by Jesus that “they should not de- 
part from Jerusalem, but WAIT for 
the PROMISE of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of me. For 
John truly baptized with water; but 
ye shall be baptized with the HOLY 
GHOST not MANY days hence,” Acts 
1:4, 5. This was a command of Jesus 
which He gave ihem AFTER His 
resurrection, and it was made to His 
followers, to those who had their 
names written in heaven, to those who 
had preached the gospel and had cast 
out devils, yet tney NEEDED a deeper 
experience than what they had re- 
ceived, and Jesus commanded them— 
I want you to get the word COMMAND- 
ED. He did not leave it to them just 
to choose whether or not they would 
stay or leave Jerusalem, but He 
COMMANDED THEM THAT THEY 
SHOULD NOT DEPART, but WAIT 
FOR THE PROMISE OF THE FA- 
THER. 

Now turn to Luke 24:49, and read 
the blessed words of our Lord to His 
followers BEFORE He went back to 
His Father in heaven. “And, behold, 
I send the promise of my Father upon 
you: but tarry ye in the city of Jeru- 
salem, until ye be endued with power 
from on high.” Jesus did not tell them 
how long to wait, but tarry UNTIL. 
One reason many have not received 
the Holy Ghost is that they have 
failed to tarry UNTIL. 

Turn to St. John 7:38, 39, and let 
Jesus speak again, “He that BELIEV- 
ETH on me, as the scripture hath said, 


out of his belly shall flow rivers of liv- 
ing water. (But this spake he of the 
Spirit, which they that believe on him 
should receive: for the Holy Ghost w 
not yet given; because that Jesus wa 
not yet glorified.)” Those who claim 
that you receive the Holy Ghost at the 
time you are saved from your sins, by 
the above scripture, confess that Jesus 
did not have power to forgive sins 
while here on the earth, because He 
states here that “the Holy Ghost is 
not given.” 

We find that St. John 14:16, 17 says: 
“I will pray the Father, and he shall 
give you ANOTHER Comforter (Jesus 
had been their Comforter), that he 
may abide with you for ever; even the 
Spirit of truth; whom (person) the 
world cannot receive, because it seeth 
him not, neither knoweth him: but ye 
know h.m; ior he dwelleth with you, 
and shail be in you.” The Holy Ghost 
also aweic with the prophets of old, 
but the Holy Ghost is now IN Hi 
true believers. Here you will plea 
notice that Jesus tells them the Father 
would give them another Comforter. 
Why? Because Jesus was to die on the 
cross and was to go back to His Fa- 
ther, and they would need another 
Comforter to take His place. 

You may ask, “What is the Com- 
forter?” He is surely not what some 
people think He is. St. John 14:26 
says, “But the Comforter, which is 
the Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things, and bring all things to your 


‘remembrance, whatsoever I have said 


unto you.” From this scripture it is 
plainly shown that the Holy Ghost is 
to take the place of Jesus on earth 
while Jesus is with His Father in heav- 
en, and my, how we need Him! In St. 
John 16:7, “Nevertheless I tell you the 
truth; It is expedient for you that I go

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METHODISTS HAVE 1,421 
OVERSEAS MISSIONARIES 


The Methodist Church has 1,421 
active missionaries serving overseas 
today—245 more than it had in 1946 
when the Communists began tighten- 
ing controls in China, it is announced 
by Jesse C. Engle; an executive of the 
denomination’s Board of Missions and 
Church Extension. Two factors ac- 
count for this, Dr. Engle says: the 
large number of young people who are 
volunteering for missionary service, 
and the transferring of seasoned mis- 
sionaries from China to other parts 
of the world, especially to countries 
in which there are large immigrant 
populations from China. These coun- 
tries include Malaya, Burma, Sumatra, 
Borneo, Indonesia, and the Philippine 
Islands. 

“While almost all Methodist and 
other missionaries have left China,” 
says Dr. Engle, “some because of Com- 
munist restrictions upon their work, 
and some because their presence 
would be an embarrassment to Chi- 
nese Christian colleagues who might 
be accused of ‘association with ene- 
mies of the people,’ the fact is that 
they left the work—the hospitals, 
schools, and churches—in trained 
and competent Chinese hands. The 
missionary may be out of China; but 
the Christian witness and service goes 
on.”—Board of Missions and Church 
Extension of the Methodist Church.

“I read your letter to one of our 
largest churches last night, and every- 
one was in deep sympathy with our 
loved ones at Jamaica. We all bowed 
our heads in a monent of silence for 
those who died in that terrible hur- 
ricane. Immediately after the news 
was received concerning the great de- 
struction in Jamaica, our Govern- 
ment made a strong appeal to all the 
people, churches, etc., and we collected 
from our churches in Nassau 30 
pounds, about $84.50 American cur- 
rency, and took it to the treasurer 
appointed by the Governor (a clip- 
ping of the paper shows the Church 
of God 30 pounds, they also sent a 
special offering to Brother Stoppe for 
Jamaica). We have had some of these 
severe storms in the past, and we 
know what it is to lose our church 
house, our dwelling house, all our 
crops, etc., and we surely are in deep 
sympathy with our dear ones over in 
Jamaica. We are praying earnestly to 
our dear Lord to stand by them and 
help them in this time of great need.” 

We are delighted to learn the way 
our people have responded to this 
great need in Jamaica. 

The ship named “Dominica” was 
taking our Jeep station wagon over to 
Haiti, to our missionary, Rev. J. Her- 
bert Walker, Jr., but it did not arrive 
there. In the recent hurricane in Ja- 
maica, the ship and 72 of the crew 
are reported to have gone down, along 
with the Jeep. 

ARGENTINA: As soon as Brother 
Marco Muzzaco, overseer of Argentina, 
heard about the catastrophe in Ja- 
maica, he wrote and asked: “What can 
we do to help ... numbers of the 
national workers are asking that part 
of their little offering be sent to help 
‘our brothers and sisters in Jamaica.’ ” 


NEWS FROM HAITI 
By Herbert Walker, Jr. 

October 3, 1951. Dear Friends: This 
summer the Port-au-Prince Church 
has paid the expenses for several 
groups of its members to evangelize 
in new communities and in each of 
the organized churches on the Port- 
au-Prince District. The result has 
been very gratifying. The Port-au- 
Prince Church had another big con- 
vention on September 16, with more 
than 40 persons baptized in water, 
and in the Sunday night service 14 
persons were saved. Two new stations 
have been opened, and one station has 
been organized as a church. The most 
recent visit has been to the Island of 
La Gonave. This island is owned by 
Haiti and is located about 17 miles 
from Port-au-Prince. The people live 
under very miserable conditions and 
barely make a living. This is the place 
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where the Haitian Government exiled 
the people who were caught begging 
in Port-au-Prince. At times one is 
obliged to walk miles before finding 
drinking water. During the past two 
weeks two different missionary groups 
have gone there to tell the gospel 
story. As a result, 30 persons have 
given their hearts to the Lord. Please 


pray that from this nucleus a great . 


revival will spread over this island. 
Beginning October 8, we plan to hold 
a two-month Bible conference, with 
25 to 30 of our most outstanding work- 
ers. There will be 30 hours of classes 
each week. Also pray much that this 


conference will be a great blessing to’ 


the Church. In Haiti, grammar schools 
begin classes the first week in Octo- 
ber. Last year the Church of God 
maintained 34 schools, which served 
over 1,350 students. This year, by find- 
ing homes for some of our orphan 
children, we have more money to use 
in grammar schools. In the country 
we pay from 4 to 5 dollars each month 
to a teacher. In the city we pay from 
8 to 10 dollars. In some places the 
local church pays a part of the teach- 
er’s salary by gifts of food, a house to 
live in, or money. In other places, 
where more than one teacher is em- 
ployed, the local church is responsible 
for the salary of one teacher. This 
year we are opening 13 new schools 
and enlarging some of the old ones. 
Most of the students are the children 
of church members, and, in addition 
to learning the “three R’s,” they 
learn, ky memory, church hymns and 
Bible verses. This is a big help in the 
services, especially where the mem- 
bers can neither read nor write. 

Last week end, the Fort Jacques 
District held another big convention 
at Morne Hercule. Fifty-one persons 
were baptized in water. Please pray 
that God will help us find some land 
at a reasonable price for the church 
of Morne Hercule. So far, the price 
for the only good lot we have found 
is $2,500. Morne Hercule is growing 
rapidly, and God is blessing them 
with some of the best spiritual serv- 
ices of any church in the Island. 

Down South, two stations were or- 
ganized as churches during the past 
month. This makes Haiti now have 
101 organized churches. 

May the Lord bless you and remem- 
ber to pray for Haiti. 


DIFFICULTIES FACED IN REACH- 
ING NEW TRIBES 


In a recent letter from Brother and 
Sister McAfee, missionaries to Guate- 
mala, concerning the new tribe in 
Solola, they said: 

“The other day, we were able to go 
through Solola, the central town of the 
tribe the Lord has laid upon our 
hearts. Brother Pullin got the work 
going there while I was on furlough, 
and we talked to the young worker 
there for a few minutes. One Solola- 


teco accepted the Lord not long ago, 
which in itself is a miracle, for they 
are so superstitious and afraid. When 
he accepted the Lord, his wife left 
him, declaring she would have no part 
in this new religion. He stayed true 
for a short while but the blow was 
too much for him, and he went back 
on the Lord. Hence, you can see the 
problems and difficulties in breaking 
in a new tribe, but our Lord is power- 
ful, and through prayer all problems 
and difficulties are made nothing. 
Keep praying for us.” 

Brother Wayne can say with the 
apostle Paul, “For I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ, for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to every- 
one that believeth .. .,” and here he 
desires to take the gospel, which 
still has the power to change men’s 
lives.

FASTING 
By Mrs. Jane (Rogers) Tilson 


Mark 2:18, “Why do the disciples of 
John and of the Pharisees fast, but 
thy disciples fast not?” This question 
was asked JesuS by the scribes and 
Pharisees. “And Jesus said unto them, 
Can the children of the bridechamber 
fast, while the bridegroom is with 
them? as long as they have the bride- 
groom with them they cannot fast. 
But the days will come, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from 
them, and then shall they fast in 
those days,” Mark 2:19, 20. 

Jesus is our example. He said, “Fol- 
low me.” We seem glad to repent and 
be baptized and rejoice in our salva- 
tion. Some will even go so far as to 
get sanctified. Some, not all, will re- 
ceive the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
It is all too wonderful to explain in 
human words. We have to have the 
tongues of angels and of many na- 
tions to explain it today. Then we can 
only skim the top. But in these last 
and wonderful days, He is pouring out 
His Spirit in a greater way than we 
have witnessed before. So many won- 
derful healings and miracles are be- 
ing performed before our very eyes. 
It is almost too good to be true, and 
yet it is true. 

Many wonder why so many prom- 
ises of Jesus are unfulfilled in our 
midst, such as, ‘“Whatsoever ye desire, 
when ye pray believe and you can 
have it,” and again, such as the great- 
er things than Jesus did, which He 
said we would do, and are being done 
by a few of His humble servants who 
have dared to venture out in the wil- 
derness and desert places of fasting 
‘and prayer as Jesus did immediately 
after He was baptized. Why, then, is 
the ministry of fasting and prayer 
neglected? I wonder if it is because 
Satan has hindered so. He knows 
when people fast and pray they will 
overcome him, and he doesn’t want 
that. Jesus said that in those days 
they would fast. What days? When the 
bridegroom (Jesus) was taken away. 
The disciples could not cast out the 
demons in the paralytic because they 
had not fasted (Mark 9:29). Jesus did 
not rebuke His disciples; He only told 
them how. This kind came forth by 
nothing but by prayer and fasting. He 
knew that fasting literally burns up 
the poison that has collected in the 
body over a period of months, and 
even years, causing dizziness, sour 
stomach, rheumatism, cancer, and 
many other diseases. When He kept 
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Israel in the wilderness, there was not 
a feeble one among them. Why? Be- 
cause God kept them and allowed 
them to have only certain kinds of 
food; but as soon as they rebelled and 
called for meat, He sent the quails, 
and they made themselves sick eat- 
ing, even while the meat was between 
their teeth (Num. 11:33). God heard 
their murmurings and was displeased 
with them. I wonder what He thinks 
about all the murmurings among His 
people, at the pastors, deacons, over- 
seers, singers, and the slighty things 
said behind the backs. God will for- 
give if the people repent and confess, 
and it’s high time it was started—a 
general confession. Do you know that 
too much food, heavy meats, starches, 
and sweets will cause you to be quar- 
relsome and find fault? Try leaving 
them off a week or so, and prove it 
works. Jesus said, “Take heed that ye 
be not overcharged with surfeiting 
and drunkenness and cares of this 
life.” He was talking to His disciples. 


Solomon said, 1n Prov. 30:7-9, “Two 
things have I required of thee; deny 
me them not before I die: remove far 
from me vanity and lies; give me 
neither poverty nor riches; feed me 
with food convenient for me: lest I be 
full, and deny thee, and say, Who is 
the Lord? or lest I be poor, and steal, 
and take the name of my God in 
vain.” Someone has well said that 
Americans are digging their graves 
with their knives and forks. All along 
the highways there are places to eat 
and drink, and inside all kinds of 
rich, fancy foods are sold, and all 
kinds of sin and blasphemy against 
God is going on. There are few de- 
cent places to eat. Eating and drink- 
ing was a sign Jesus gave that was 
before the flood, also marrying and 
giving in marriage, divorces. Many 
homes have been broken up by fussy 
wives and grumbling husbands, by the 
stuffing of excess food that feeds the 
carnal nature. I do not mean we 
should give up eating, but it could be 
modified. When one eats fresh fruits 
and vegetables you can fast easier 
than if you indulge in heavy food a 
few days before the fast. Paul, in Titus 
1:12, said, ”The Cretians are always 
liars, evil beasts, slow bellies.” It takes 
hours longer to digest rich, heavy 
foods than live-water foods, as fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Some have said 
you can build yourself an entirely new 
blood stream by eating those things, 
that diseases cannot stay in. If you do 
not believe this, try it before you con- 
demn it. It works! You can think more 
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clearly and be more spiritually mind- 
ed. Many good sermons have been 
wasted on audiences that had eaten 
too much of the wrong kind of foods, 
and they blamed the preachers be- 
cause they could not keep them awake. 

Then, too, men whom God uses are 
men who fast and pray. Paul, in 2 
Cor. 11:27, said, “. . . in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings OFTEN ...” No 
wonder Paul could do mighty miracles. 
He fasted often. Jesus told them how 
to do. He said, “Fasting and prayer— 
only.” David said, in Psalm 109:24, 
“My knees are weak through fasting: 
and my flesh faileth of fatness.” No 
wonder David wrote the Psalms. that 
have blessed humanity. He was a man 
of fasting. Jesus fasted forty days. 
Many have ridiculed and said men 
could not fast that long, but many 
have fasted forty days and over. The 
American Indians fasted to get reve- 
lations from the Great Spirit (God). 
Indian children were required to fast 
when they became a certain age to 
live cleaner, spiritual lives. Pastors 
have fasted and seen mighty revivals 
break out in their churches. It works!

One 
day he went to see a program in a 
certain church entitled “The Wasted 
Years.” When he returned home he 
found a large hanging lamp had fallen 
and demolished the bridge model. He 
then realized he had wasted seven 
years. I pray how soon people will 
learn to quit wasting so much of God’s 
valuable time. Every hour, day, month, 
or year spent in sin’s unbelief, doubt, 
and pride are wasted beyond help, 
wasted beyond recall. You cannot be 
too quick in changing your life. Do not 
waste any more time. Turn your face 
toward God, your year into service for 
your Maker, and accept the Lord Jesus 
Christ today so you will not waste any 
more of your life in sin. Titus 2:11 
tells us how to live here so our lives 
will be pure and clean. “For God hath 
not called us to uncleanness, but un- 
to holiness.” There are three days 
that we know about. Yesterday is in 
God’s hands; tomorrow is in God’s 
making; today is what you and I have. 
Let’s not waste it. Read 2 Cor. 6:2. It’s 
not too late even now. “Seek ye the 
Lord while he may be found; call up- 
on him while he is near,” Isa. 55:6.

Jesus. Preachers of this disposition generally build the 
membership up around themselves in such a way that, 
in many instances, when they move on to another church 
or meeting, their successors are disrespected. This ought 
never to be! Certainly, no one should go about seeking to 
make enemies, but it would be a thousand times better 
or a minister to preach the Word of God in such a 
traightforward way as to tear hearts up and cause people 
to be riled at him for a while, to eventually see themselves 
and meet God’s approval and comply with God’s Word, 
than to go about patting people on the shoulder and let 
them slip through their fingers into hell. 

No preacher should take advantage of the pulpit to 
browbeat one of his church members or a member of the 
congregation. But when a preacher adheres to God’s Word 
and preaches the truth, he has God and all heaven on his 
side, as well as the people who love God’s Word and want 
to abide by it. 

A preacher is a steward of the gospel of Christ; there- 
fore, he has the assurance that “my word shall not return 
unto me void.” That simply means that the God-called 
preacher is assured of ultimate victory. Hence, it makes 
no difference about the treachery and seeming defeat he

set a good example when he stood before Felix and “rea- 
soned of righteousness, temperance, and judgment to 
come,” and as Felix trembled, people will tremble today 
under such preaching. 

To be successful, ministers must be dedicated to the all- 
out purpose of preaching God’s Word. When John Bunyan 
was told that he could have his liberty if he would stop 
preaching, he said, “I will stay in this jail until the cob- 
webs grow from my eyebrows before I will make a butcher- 
shop of my conscience.” John Bunyan had the message, 
God’s message, and he preached it as long as he could 
preach it with his tongue. Then, when imprisoned, he 
preached it with the pen. 

We are living in the days of wickedness that surely sur- 
pass the days of Sodom and Gomorrah. It seems that the 
gates of hell have turned loose in a special effort against 
God, His church, and humanity. Therefore, these are days 
when the preacher should, as never before, declare the 
whole counsel of God, not only in defense of righteousness, 
but to be able to say with Paul, “I am pure from the blood 
of all men.”
